The Capper resolution calling for the

the audit and control committee. 

The resolution not ynly authorizes 
the investigation, but provides $10,000 
for expenses. Most of this will go for 
salaries for the experts to be hired. 

The investigation will be conducted 
this summer while Congress is away 

Thus far: Senator Capper (Repub- 
lican), of Kansas, chairman of the 
Senate District committee, has not 
made known whom he will assign to 
the subcommittee. 

Senator Capper drew up the resolu- 


tion after the District committee had 


voted down a motion to favorably re- 
port the merger resolution to the Sen- 
ate. The House District: committee had 
previously made a favorable report on 
the resolution. 

The crux of the merger controversy 
of course, is the question of valuation 
The agreement entered tnto by the trac- 
tion companies provides for a $50,000.-

for ten years. Fares would be based on 
this valuation. 

The senatorial subcommittee, with 
the assistance of the experts, will have 
to decide whether the valuation is a 
reasonable one.

Shoals Bill, 


Ending 24-Hour Filibuster 


(Associated Press.) 

Hedged about with expressed hopes of 
its Tennessee opponents for a veto, the 
bill creating a Government corporation 
to operate the Muscle Shoals nitrogen 
plant fought its way yesterday through 
Senate and House. It now goes to the 
President. 

The votes adopting the revised con- 
ference report, which eliminated au- 
thority for commercial manufacture 
and sale of fertilizers but retained pro- 
vision for construction of the supple- 
mentary Cove Creek Dam, in Tennessee. 
were decisive but not overwhelming, or 
sufficient to repass the measure over a 
veto. 

‘The Senate record was 43 to 34, taken 
after a 24-hour fiNibuster, led by Mc- 
Kellar, of Tennessee, had broken down. 
The House vote was 211 to 144, taken 
amid reiterated shouts of “Vote, vote, 
vote,” which rendered almost inaudible 
and at times choked off entirely at- 
tempted speeches against the bill. 

The two votes ended for the moment 
al least a battle that began in Congress 
aimost immediately on the signing of 
the armistice that ended the World War. 
Since that time controversy has raged 
in season and out around the disposi- 


tion to be made of the huge hydroelec- 
tric plant bullt by the Government dur- 
ing the war as a source of nitrogen 
needed in war explosives. At no time 
has Congress been without multiplying 
and utterly differing proposals as to the 
peace-time use to be made of the plant. 
Yet the bill passed yesterday is the first 
definite legislative action on the sub- 
ject to be sent to the President. 

Under the bill, the Government cor- 
poration, safeguarded by provisions in- 
tended to insure that it shall be di- 
rected by three men who believe that 
cheap fertilizer can and will be forth- 
coming as a result of experiments they 
are directed to undertake, would be 
required to produce fixed nitrogen in 
form for immediate use in the fields, 
but restricted to experimental work 
only as to mixed or whole fertilizers. 
Surplus hydroelectric power developed 
at Muscle Shoals, above the amount 
needed by this corporation in ite op- 
erations, would be leased to consumers 
directly or through existing power con- 
cerns under regulation by the Federal 
Power Commission.

Reticent to discuss the case of Miss 
Dorothea Creager, 20-year-old school

$1 Extra Fare of Chemist 


A. G. Murray and Government Wage Meticulous Battle 
Over Payment of Refund With the Result That 
U.S. Treasury Gets Check From Employe. 


When A. G. Murray, chemist of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, travels at Gov- 
ernment expense he is meticulous in 


his accounting. When the General Ac- 
counting Office receives expense ac- 
counts it is even more meticulous in 
surveying the reasons why the ex- 
penses were incurred. For these rea- 
sons Murray has forwarded his check 
for $l—the difference between his 
meticulousness and that of the ac- 
counting office—to the disbursing clerk 
of his department. 

The story of the dollar goes back to 
the early morning hours of October 6, 
1925, when Murray and another employe 
of the bureau were preparing to leave 
Washington for Trenton, N. J., to tes- 
tify in a pure-food case in the Federal 
court there. 

Murray took the earliest train, leav- 
ing here at 6:40 a.m. It was an extra- 
fare train, the extra fare being 61. 
Murray in his expense account pointed 
out that he thought the emergency— 
the need of his early arrival in. Tren- 
ton—-warranted the extra fare. His 
companion left here 45 minutes later 
on a nonextra-fare train. 

The accounting office did not think 
the expenditure was warranted, and 
said so in December, 1926, when it dis- 
allowed the $1 item. It said that 
Murray could have left on the later 
train. 

So Murray, after haggling through a 
year, on January 21, 1927, wrote a de- 
tailed explanation of why he spent the 
dollar and why he wanted it back. In 
his explanation he says that while his 
companion was waiting for the later 
train, “I e ssed the opinion that 
the emergency warranted the i- 


ture of this sum (the dollar) and that 
the Government’s fiscal agents are suf. 


ficiently good business men to appre- 
ciate the situation.” 

Mr. Murray shows how far his me- 
ticulousness can go when he writes 
“Aside from any question of the exist- 
ing emergency, at that time my salary 
‘. . $3,500: Deducting Sundays, 30 
days’ annual] leave and 10 days of holl- 
days and half holidays, the Govern- 
ment was paying me $1.83 per hour 
The 45 minutes which the general ac- 
counting office suggests I should have 
spent on a bench a’ Union Station 
twirling my thumbs to avoid the pay- 
ment of $1 extra fare instead uf attend- 
iu.., to the Government's business was 
worth, at the valuation the department 
has put on my services, $1.37 

“In this connection I miglt call at- 
tention to the fact that I nade no 
charge for breakfast (which would have 
been entirely legitimate) as I preferred 
to eat at home. Also, as evidence that 
ths use of the extra fare train was to 
>1eet an mergency and not to seek as- 
sociation with millionaires at Govern- 
ment expense, attention is called to the 
fact that I did not use ® chair car in 
returning from Philadelphia, thereby 
saving the Government $1.50, 

“If, in view of the facts as set forth, 


the general accour.ting office still thinks | 


the charge of $1 for this extra fare was 
unjustified, I will send you a check for 
this amount.”

Military Training in Schools. 


Shanghai, May 25.—The Nationalist | 


government today passed a regulation 
providing that two years of military 
training be included in the curricu- 
lum of all the governn.ent schools 
above the high school grade. The 
course will be applicable beginning 
with next fall’s school term. It also 
passed a regulation providing for the 
assignment of military officers to all 
the schools as instructors. In addi- 
tidn to the regular military courses the 
government also ordered a special 
three weeks of intensive instruction 
during the summer vacations, 

The action resulted from recommen- 
dations passed by the Nationalist edu- 
cational conference, which has been in 
session at Nanking the last week, and 
which was attended by educators from 
all parts of the country. The reason 
given was the necessity for China to 
develop a modern trained army in the 
shortest possible time. 

Heretofore China did not include 
military training in the university 
courses, such instructions in the past 
being under the control of military 
academies controlled by the army with 
postgraduate courses in Japan. 

The present action is directly the re- 
sult of the recent clash between Japa- 
nese and Chinese troops in Shantung. 
Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, generalissimo 
of the Nationalist armies, in an inter- 
view given to the press, stated the 
necessity for China to build up an 
army in the shortest possible time in 
prder to meet the nation’s enemy, 
which was interpreted as meaning the 
Japanese.

“romantic.” The senator declared that 
the committee’s work had made possi- 
ble the recovery of the taxes in divulg- 
ing the Continental Oil deal. The com- 
mittee’s work, he sald, had cost a littie 
less than $15,000. 


Bond Divisions Traced, 


The deal which resulted in the col- 
lection of the taxes was started in 192] 
when the Continental Trading Co, pur- 
chased 33,333,333 barrels of oil from 
the late E. A. Humphreys, of Denver, 
for $1.50 per barrel, and resold it to 
the Sinclair Crude Oil Purchasing Co. 
and Prairie Oil & Gas Co., for $1.75 per 
barrel. Out of this deal $3,080,000 of 
the profits were invested in Liberty 
bonds, some of which were traced to 
Albert B. Fall, former Secretary of the 
Interior, and to Will H. Hays, former 
Postmaster General. 

Testimony developed by the Senate 
Teapot Dome committee showed that 
Sinclair, Stewart, Blackmer and O'Neil] 
had each received approximately one- 
third of the profits of the Continental. 
Sinclair and Stewart recently turned 
their shares ‘Over to the Sinclair Crude 
Co., which several years ago had taken 
over the Continental Co.'s contract.

and House, while members of the Utah 
Congressional delegation have fought 


the bill with equal vigor. 

On the other hand, Senator Johnson 
and Representative Swing, both Call- 
fornia Republicans and authors of the 
bill, have resorted to every parllamen- 
tary means to expedite the measure’s 
consideration. 

In the Senate, with its rules per- 
mitting unlimited debate, Senator 
Johnson has found progress slow. In 
the House, however, Swing cleared the 
big legislative barrier a few weeks ago 
with the rules committee giving the 
measure preferred status on the cal- 
endar. Once the bill reached the House 
floor it was but a matter of time be- 
fore a vote could be reached, that body’s 
drastic rules for shutting off debate, 
making protracted consideration impos- 
sible. 

The opposition group contended that 
the bill failed to safeguard the rights 
of Arizona and Utah, while propon- 
ents declared that the two States in 
blocking the measure were leaving Im- 
perial Valley unprotected from the Col- 
orado’s flood menace and also retarding 
industrial development of all the 
Southwestern States. 

In addition to its other purposes the 
bill would provide for the construction 
of an all-American canal linking the 
Colorado River with Imperial Valley, 
thus insuring the valley of a water sup- 
ply for irrigation purposes from sources 
wholly within the United States. 
Further, the bill would provide that 
the Boulder Canyon project could not 
be started until six of the seven South- 
western States— California, Nevada, 
Arizona, Utah, New Mexico, Wyoming, 
and Colorado—have ratified the Colo- 
rado River compact.

PRACTICAL POLITICS. 


Local circumstances frequently play a 
dominant part in national politics. It is 
to separate the two. State, county and 
municipal issues must fit into the national pic- 
ture if political lives are not to sacrificed 
to the larger issues on which national cam- 
paigns are fought. This fact gives importance 
to the action which is now being taken in many, 
parts of the South, and more particularly the 
involved and complicated battle which the 
Democrats of Texas have just fought out. 

The surface picture of what has been going 
on in the Lone Star State is confusing. The 
Democratic State convention has expressed 
desire to have Jesse H. Houston cap 
italist, named by the party as the presidential 
nominee. The delegates to the national con- 
vention are pledged to work for a dry plank in 
the platform, 
any candidate the convention may select. 

There can be no sincere conviction even in 
Texas that Mr. Jones will be the choice of his 
party. His services are appreciated. His as- 
sociates owe him a debt of gratitude for get- 
ting the party’s financial affairs out of.the red, 
but that in itself is .not sufficient to warrant 
his nomination for the Presidency. The desire 
for a dry plank is more easily understood. 
Such a position is a necessity to those who 
seek public office in the State, and while the 
leaders recognize this they do not shut the 
door through which they may have to go, if 
Gov.

SHORT WAVE LENGTHS 

Recent developments have brought the once- 
despised short radio wave into popularity. 
Karly development of radio confined its atten- 
tion to the longer waves, and it was not until 
the long wave spectrum became congested that 
experimenters turned to the lower bands. It 
was soon discovered that the short waves were 
in some respects more valuable than the long 
waves, and there developed presently a wild 
scramble to obtain exclusive right to certain 
of them. The Federal Radio Commission for- 
tunately had been created in the meantime, 
empowered by law to regulate these waves as 
well as those upon which program broadcasting 
is conducted. 

The commission conducted hearings to guide 
it in allocating the short waves. It was 
brought out that only 710 short wave chan- 
nels are available to the entire world, and that 
412 of them are already in use. Naval com- 
munications authorities took the position that 
no more than half of the 298 waves remaining 
free should be assigned, lest world-wide inter- 
ference be created. Acting upon this recom- 
mendation, the commission has allocated but 
74 short wave channels, of which 20 were 
granted to the American publishers’ committee. 
Commercial companies received the reiaain- 
ing 54, ’ 

Newspaper’ publishers are entering no new 
field. For six years those maintaining foreign 
correspondents have been filing dispatches 
through the government stations at Leafields, 
England, and Eiffel Tower, Paris, to be re- 
ceived in their privately maintained station 
in Newfoundland, whence they are distributed 
over commercial] lines. Control of short waves 
indicates only that the existing system is to be 
expanded,
